hats away anymore. They are 
Just too cool! You’ll want to 
wear them yourself!

SYMBOLS IN THE 
KNITTING CHARTS 




Selvedge stitch 
1 Knit stitch 

1 Purl stitch 

1 Yarn over 

Knit 1 through back loop 
Purl 1 through back loop 
Knit 2 together 
Purl 2 together 
Knit 3 together 
Purl 3 together 




Decrease 2 stitches with a slipped 
decrease: Slip 2 stitches knitwise, knit 
the next stitch, and pass the 2 slipped 
stitches over the knit stitch. 




Decrease 2 stitches with a slipped 
decrease: Slip 1 stitch knitwise, then 
knit the next 2 stitches together, and 
pass the slipped stitch over.

Decrease 1 stitch with a slipped 
decrease: Slip 1 stitch knitwise, then 
knit the next stitch, and pass the 
slipped stitch over. 




Make 1: Pick up yarn between 2 stitches 
and knit 1 through back loop. 
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Lay the yarn under the index finger then 
around thumb of your left hand. The yarn 
across the index finger comes from the ball 
and the loop around the thumb is the yarn 
end. 



With your right hand run the needle through 
the loop around the thumb, from below, 
catch the yarn on the index finger, and draw 
it down. 





Draw the yarn from the index finger through 
the loop around the thumb and tug the yarn 
end tight. 



The first cast-on stitch is now on the needle, 
Please note: If you knit very tightly, use two 
needles for casting on. The technique stays 
the same. 




Again, lay the yarn end around the thumb and 
the ball end across the index finger. Run the 
needle through the loop around the thumb, 
from below.

Draw the yarn from the index finger through 
the loop around your thumb. Slip the thumb 
out of the loop and tug the yarn end tight. 
Continue in this manner until the desired 
number of stitches have been cast on.

KNIT 



The yarn is behind the left needle. Insert the 
right needle from below into the next stitch 
on the left needle. 



The yarn Is in front of the right needle. Insert 
the right needle from behind into the next 
stitch on the left needle. 



CASTING OFF 



Casting off knit stitches: Knit together the 
selvedge stitch and the following stitch. Knit 
the next stitch, then pass the 1st stitch over 
the 2nd stitch. Repeat until all stitches have 
been cast off. 



With the right needle, draw the yarn through 
the stitch and let the stitch slide off the left 
needle.

Draw the yarn through the stitch, from front 
to back and let the stitch slide off the left 
needle. 



Casting off purl stitches: Purl the selvedge 
stitch and purl the following stitch. Pass the 
1st stitch over the 2nd stitch. Purl the next 
stitch and repeat until all stitches have been 
cast off. 



One new stitch has been knitted and is on the 
right needle. 



One new stitch has been purled and Is on the 
right needle. 



English casting off: Knit the first 2 stitches 
together. Leave the resulting stitch on the left 
needle. Throughout the entire row, knit two 
stitches together in this manner. 





step by step 




In the 8th row cross 6 stitches to left: Work 7 
rows. In right side rows, purl 2, knit 6, purl 2. 
In the wrong side rows, work all stitches as 
they appear. 



In the 8th row purl 2, slip the next 3 knit 
stitches onto a cable needle or spare needle 
and hold them in front of the work. 



Knit the next 3 knit stitches from the left 
needle. 




This illustration shows the 3 knit stitches, 
which are now on the right needle. 



Knit stitch the 3 stitches from the cable/spare 
needle, then purl 2 stitches. 



Cross 10 stitches to right: Slide 5 stitches 
onto a cable/spare needle and hold behind 
work. Knit 5 stitches then knit the stitches 
from the cable/spare needle. 




Knit 1 in 1 stitch and leave the 
stitch on the left needle, make 1 
yarn over, and again knit 1 stitch 
in the stitch on the left needle. 
Repeat once more from yarn over. 



5 new stitches have been crea- 
ted from 1 stitch. Turn the work. 
On the back purl all newly created 
stitches. Turn the work again and, 
on the front, knit the 5 stitches. 



Repeat step 2 once more and 
end with a wrong side row. Now 
all stitches must be gathered 
together to 1 stitch. To do this, knit 
all 5 stitches together or knit them 
together, through the back loop. 



Now continue with stockinette 
stitch. Bobbles may be worked 
individually or in horizontal or 
vertical rows. They may also be 
worked In a contrasting colour.

Or: Use a crochet hook to first crochet a row 
of slip stitches and then use a circular needle 
to draw one loop through each slip stitch. 



If you want to knit a collar or a band directly 
onto the neck edge of your garment, use a 
circular needle to pick up stitches along the 
neck edge. For each stitch pick up one loop. 





Or: If you don’t want 
pick up stitches, do 
not cast off the stit- 
ches on the neck edge 
and place them on a 
short circular need- 
le. When continuing, 
make one yarn over 
after each turn. Also 
do this on the back 
piece. Then place all 
stitches on one needle 
and purl the first round 
through the back 
loops. 



Or: Sew a doubled band to the neck edge 
with an invisible seam. If the band Is to be 
folded to the outer side, knit it onto the inner 
side of the neck edge and then sew the stit- 
ches in place below the first row or round.

Cashmere goat 

Originating in the Cashmere 
region of South Asia, today 
the cashmere goat is bred 
"mainly in China, Mongolia, 
ancfiRIghanistan. Oniy their 
fine fiee^ hair is used to make 
yarn for puiiovers, jackets, and 
accessories. ^ ^ 



Bactrian camel The two- 
humped camei is bred in Mongoiia, 
China and Russia.Its wooi is used 
to make coats, jackets and bian- 
kets. Because the animals shed 
their fur in the spring, they do not 
need to be sheared.

Yak There are more than 14 million 
domesticated yaks worldwide, most of them 
in the highlands of Tibet. However, wild yaks 
are facing extinction. Their wool is warmer 
than merino wool and is often mistaken for 
cashmere, thanks to the soft texture. 



Angora goats produce 
warm mohair wool. Its main 
producers are South Africa, 
the USA and Turkey. Because 
of their sheen, the fibers are 
also used to make doll's hair 
and teddybear fur. 



Angora rabbit The bulk 
of this wool originates in China. 
The fibres of some breeds can 
be “plucked” but others must 
be shorn. Because of a video, 
published by Peta, showing the 
abuse of these rabbits, H&M and 
C&A stopped using this wool in 
their productions. 



Possum Brought from 
Australia to New Zealand by 
fur traders, in it’s new home 
this marsupial is considered 
a plague. The fibres of the 
possum’s fur are finer and 
lighter in weight than cash- 
mere or angora and they keep 
extremely warm. 



Iceland 

brought to 
Vikings,

Merino sbeep Australia is

„”When I extract the colours from the 
plants I have to ask myself what I want 
to gain from this plant and what it is 
willing to give me.” That sounds like touching eco-kitsch, 
but for the Dutch artist, Claudy Jongstra, it is a lived com- 
mitment to a holistic concept, which sustainably com- 
bines art and nature. On her farm in Friesland, in the 
country’s north, she cultivates the same plants as those 
from which Rembrandt created his paints. The plants in 
turn are pollinated by a breed of bees which was nearly 
extinct. Of course, the wool stems from her own sheep 
because she ’’wants to feel the warmth of the wool just 
after shearing.” The Drenthe Heath sheep is one of the 
most endangered domesticated animals. 

Claudy Jongstra began her career as a fashion designer 
but soon she found the fast pace and short-lived nature 
of the business exasperating. ’’Some things need time to 
turn out well, and I wanted to take that time.” This is 
especially true of making dye. ’There is this one moment 
when you have to take the leaves and roots from the pot 
and then the colour will be unique.” Unique, like the intox- 
icating colour gradations on felt which Claudy Jongstra 
then creates. These worlds of (natural) colour cover enti- 
re walls - like the one in the Fries Museum in Leeuwarden. 
“People concentrate on their careers but often loose track 
of their connection to nature in the process. With new 
awareness, they are often surprised to find that culture 
comes from nature.” This philosophy puts her at the fo- 
refront of designers who are concerned with man and 
nature. Together with 6lafur Eliasson and Kandinsky, her 
work can be seen in the exhibit, “Rudolf Steiner, Alchemy 
of the Everyday" in the Kusthal Rotterdam (kunsthal.nl,

After earning her university degree she designed children’s wear and worked as an illustrator and as an in- 
terior designer. She became famous with her silk screen prints and especially with her crochet work. The 
irresistable charm of her crochet art lies in the ironic combination of material, function, and work process.

To make the cables travel towards 
the back, work paired increases and decreases 
on 3rd row as foil: Work to cable pat A, Ml R (= 
pick up horizontal thread and kitbl), work cable 
pat A, SKP (sll kwise, k1 , psso) first 2 back sts, 
work to last 2 back sts, k2tog, work cable pat B, 
MIR, work to end of row.

Divide for front and 
back: SI front sts to holders and cont to work 
remaining 40 back sts in Stockinette with Navy 
as foil: Bind off 2 sts at beg of next 2 rows, 4 sts 
at beg of next 2 rows and 6 sts at beg of next 2 
rows. Bind off remaining 16 sts. Next, bind off the 
purl sts at beg and end of cable pat A, then cont 
to work remaining 16 sts (= chart sts 3 through 
1 8) in cable pat as established for 40 cm/1 5W = 
1 00 rows. Bind off all sts. Repeat for cable pat B, 
working chart sts 2 through 17. Next, beg with a 
RS row, cont to work remaining 29 right front sts 
in Stockinette as foil: Selvedge st. Ml, work in 
Stockinette to end = 30 sts.

DOUBLE-STRANDED 
LONG TAIL CAST-ON 

The double-stranded long tail cast-on results in a 
very stable, flexible edge. It is worked with a 
double strand of yarn which must be twice as 
long as the desired width of the cast-on edge. 
Lay the single strand which comes from the yarn 
ball over the little finger and pointer finger of the 
left hand, as shown in illus. 1 (see arrow), then 
around the thumb. Then double the yarn back 
over the thumb - the yarn end hangs over the 
thumb. To pick up the beginning loop, run both 
needles under the thumb loop and draw the yarn 
which comes from the pointer finger through the 
loop. Let the loop slip from the thumb and pull 
the beginning loop tight. Then lay the doubled 
yarn around the thumb of the left hand, as shown 
in illus. 2, while holding the beginning loop with 
the right hand. The single yarn which comes 
from the ball, runs over the pointer finger, to the 
needle. Draw the 1 st stitch through, in the direc- 
tion of the arrow. Slip the thumb out of the loop 
and pull the yarn tight. As shown in illus. 3, lay 
the doubled yarn around the thumb and draw the 
yarn through, in the direction of the arrow. Slip 
the thumb out of the loop and pull the yarn tight. 
Now alternate pulling up 1 stitch as shown in 
illus. 2 and 1 stitch as shown in illus. 3 and pull 
tight. Illus. 4 shows the finished cast-on.
